MRS, COMPTON’s STATEMENT.

WASHINGTON AFFAIRS DURING 
THE PAST WEEK. 


One Bright Feature in the Sherman-Davis Contro- 
versy—The New Bill for General Grant’s Re- 
lief~A Blood Thirsty Stateeman—The 
Democrat from the Pacific 8lop>. 


WASHINGTON, January 17,—[Special.}]—After all 
there was one pleasant feauture in the Sherman- 
Davis controversy in thesenate. It is not appa- 
rentin thespeeches delivered during the discus- 
sion, but it wes easily discerned by the most casual 
spectator. It was the failure of the bitter speeches 
from several republican senators to awaken the 
slightest response from the crowded galleries.

AN ENGLISH STEAMER SUNK, 


Run Into by an‘American Vesse!--Nearly 
all Saved. 

LIVERPOOL, January 17.—The fears entertained 
yesterday forthe safety of the packet steamer 
Admiralj Moorsom, {plying between Dublin and 
Holiyhead, proved to have been fully justified.

An American Steamer Afire,

BRIGHTENING PROSPECTS. 


Indications of Renewed Activity Among 
Chattanooga Iron Men, 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., January 17.—[Special.}— 
Citino furpace was blown in to-day, after being 
out of blast nearly three months. 

It has deyeloped that Governor Brown of Geor- 
gia recently bought up all the stock of the Chatta- 
nooga furnace, and at the regular meeting was 
elected president, and Lewis Colyar manager and 
treasurer.

The 
former on short, straight lines, against long 
and crooked ones on the latter, and schedules 
of three andfour hours as against six and 
eight hours to a good market. 

The only influential fighting point against 
this well aimed Georgia movement is (harles- 
ton, and yet the South Carolina railway has 
heen looking with indifference for two years at 
the Georgia Centrel’s advance igo its best ter- 
ritory, and the voicé of Charleston has not 
been heard above Columbia. A shrewd 
railroad manager said to me _ recently: 
“The Central of Georgia always likes a 
weak and docile adversary. If the 
South Carolina railway company. will only 
stay still long jenough ‘Central’ will iargely 
dominate upper Carolina,’’ Already we hear 
of fertilizer rates via Augusta affecting sales 
in upper Carolina against Charleston. Now, 
without going further than two items: If cot- 
ton gravitates to Augusta that should go to 
Charleston and fertilizers are sold from Au- 
gusta that should go from Cherleston, and this 
18 acquiesced in, it will* not be 
Bes to ascertain the upshot of this new 
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iness departure in the near future. It is 

less to disguise the railroad situation—it 1s 
against Charleston. Her merchants have to 
learn that the modern railway at present 
prices is, first, safe investment, and secondly, 
the only weapon with which to fight for busi- 
ness. if the weapon is left in other hands the 
result is certain. There are brains and money 
enough in Charleston to achieve success, but 
these must be combined in action—immediate 
action.

What Mr, Hugh Angier Has to Say on the 
Subject— Facts and Figures, 
Yesterday a CONSTITUTION man was in the office 
of Mr. Hugh Angier, city engineer, and asked: 
“How about the plan for crossing the railroads 
at Loyd, Pryor, Whitehall and Forsyth streets’”’ 
“Here is the profile, showing two different grade 
lines. You see the red grade line: that is the 
cheapest, only it will un fortunately, I am certain, 
bring heavy damages, as you will notice that the 
bridge at Loyd street would be seven feet higher 
than the present grade. at Pryor and Whitehal! 
Six feet higher, and at Forsyth thirteen feet 
higher. This, am afraid, would create a 
terrible rumpus among the owners of property 
abutting the railroads at these streets. Now this 
black grade line below, while it costs more, will do 
no dameg« lo property : consequently is the cheap- 
est pan, as at Loyd street the bridge would only be 
three feet above the present grade: at Pryor and 
Whitehall, only two feet, and at Forsyth only four 
leet above the present grade.“ which would dam- 
age no property.

A SAD STORY. 


FURTHER DETAILS OF TRE DEATH 
OF MISS LIZZIE THOMAS. 


The Yourg Lat¢y’s Wonderful Heroiem and Unscil- 
fiehress—“You Cannot Save Me Without Burn- 
ing Yourself’—An Improbable Acci- 
cent—The Grief of Her Parents. 


The sad death of Miss Lizzie Thomas at Orange 
Cegrthouse, Va. on Wednesday last, was so re 
markabie’in many of the incidents connected

utter lack of selfishness, her purity of character 
and her lovable nature were so marked, that it is 
no wonder so.many hearts are saddened at 
the dreadful calamity which befell her. 
On Tuesday night, while sitting near thestove.in 
her room, in a wiapper, burning some old letters, 
one of them, unperceived by her, fell out of the 
grate and ignited her wrapper. It was the most 
improbable thing in the world that the letter 
should have fallen out of the grate’ but it did, and 
as the young ‘girl was sitting by the stove the 
paper ignited her garment, and she reached down 
and extjpguished it in a moment, as she thought. 
The fire was not out, however, and whileshe 
sat, uttering her regrets at -the burn in the 
dress, tbe flames were making rapid 
headway. Turning to her roommate, 
Johnson, she remarked, ‘‘I] believe I am 
on fire!’’ Miss Johnson, with remarkable fore- 
thought, quickly said, “Lizzie, lie down at once 
and cover your mouth with your hand and I can 
save you,’ and at once rushed on her, throwing 
herdown. In this act Miss Johrson was scverely 
burned herself. Miss Thomas struggled with 
her friend, released herself, got up and jrushed 
away, saying, ‘You cannot heip me without burn- 
ing yourseli!’ and then ran into a closet, closing 
the deor. Miss Johnson endeavored to -open the 
coor, butcould not doso. During her efforts she 
covld be heard stamping on the _ floor 
while the flames were burning with frightful ra- 
yidity. As Miss Johnson rushed down stairs, Miss 
homas ran out of the closet and tried 
to get on a bed in the room, in order to 
extinguish the flames. But the bed was too high, 
and she ran intoanothe:jroom, whena gentleman, 
who happened to be in the house, had by this time 
heard the alarm and rushed up stairs with a blanket 
which he threw around the burning girl and ex 
tinguished the flames. } 

After the doctor arrived, the poor giri’s first ex- 
clamation was, ‘‘Doctor,1 don’t think 1 breathed 
the flames—I kept my mouth closed tightly.’ 
Aftersbe was carried to her own bed, her first 
thought was to telegraph her mother and father— 
“but don’t scare mama,’’ she added—and express- 
ed a strong desire to knowif she would ever set 
them. Mrs. Hansborough, the lady of the house, 
bent over Miss Thomas and said, ‘Darling, you 
are bearing up with great fortitude.’’ The girl's 
answer was, “God is giving me strength.’’ She 
then asked Mrs. Hansborough to tell Mr. Hansbor- 
ough, to pray for her. The lady replied, ‘‘My dar 
ling be is praying for you oul 
side Then Mis _Hansborough beut 
over to kiss her. “Kiss me ior mama,’’ 
said Miss Thomas, ‘‘and ask her to kiss you for

ine, and on being questioned as to whether she 
suffered pain, replied: “‘No, but 1 feel as if my 
de was going to sieep.’’

Lizzie McCormick, the girl who took the mor- 
phine Friday night at her place of abode, 90 Line 
street, died yesterday at half past seven o'clock.

No letters to her—not 
eveD & scrap Of paper indicating ber right name— 
could be found, but on the hearth in her room 
was found the ashes made by

servant who gave ber the morphine says that early 
in the night the girl calied herto her room and 
gave her a quarter, with which to buy the mor 

hine. She took it all, but the servant did not see 
er take it.
